Still it Is used for building purposes and tho
bustnoss Is not inconsiderable A fow days
ago Mr. Prnn was having Bomo of his red
sandstono dug out from a quarry about flvo
foot bolow tho surface whon ono of hlswork-mo- n

struck his iron bar throuch n crack in tho
rocks and oaBlly priod a big pleco ono side,
disclosing within a etono of peculiar form.
Tho workman plied his pick cnrotully. nnd in
allttlo whllo removed n covorlng of soft sand-
stono from an oblong pleco of Btone thnt re-

sembled a man's body more than anything
olso. The form wob not bo dollcatoly chiselled
us would bo a pleco ot statuary, but that did
not mako any difforonco to the quarry workers
In tho esttmnto they placed upon thovsluo of
thoir discovery. Thoy became somowhnt

nnd spread tho news far nnd wldo that a
sandstone man bnd boen found.

Pretty soon sightseers gathered, nnd begnn
poking tho thing to mnko sure thnt they really
saw what they imagined they did. Tbolrtouch
was not altogothor gentlo. nnd tho body of tho
prehistoric mnn crumbled Into llttlo bits.
Thon tbo crowd dived for the chunks of sand-
stone man, and put them In their pockots to
carry off nnd keep nsrollcs. Mr. Pcnndld not
liko to loso this curiosity, but tho oxclted
visitors woro too much for him. All Urldgeton
talked about tho wonderful find, and tho learn-
ed men of tho town theorized doeply us
to whether or not tho man hnd onco
lived on thnt spot in Jersey nnd had
boon caught In a prehiMorio tornado ol sand
nnd crave and been burled in his tracks.

Tho foro feet woro
larger than tho hind ono. Theextromo loncth
of tho boast was B foot from the hlndqtinrtors
to the breast, and from tho hindquarters totho
top of tho head it was 12 foot. From the back
to the nndorpart of tho bolly tho dlstnncelsfi.1;
feet The distnnce from tho bind foot to tho
uppernart of the hips is 5 foot, whllo the dis-
tance from tho foro foot to tho uppor jiart of
tho shoulders is fi.'.'fect. The hoofs are cloven.
In the places whoro eyes nnd earn oucht to bt
thoro nro protuberances. Tlio nose Is pretty
nearly perfect. Something thnt looks liko a
horn sticks out from tho top of tho bend.
PThe thing lay on Its side, with Its head

upward, as if tho beast had diod In the
last effort to rlso from Its smothorlng bed of
sand nnd gravel, unci catch one mom brenth of
prehistoric air. There Is no OTprosion of pain
unon Its countenance at bnvlnc failed In tlio
effort. The hind feet of thn animal whon
found pointed ono forward anil ono backward.
Tho forefeet aro stretched apart, too, but tho
lower joint of ono is broken off. It was found
in its nlnce. though, nnd mny havo boon
cracked off whllo tho picks woro bolng pllod.or
It mny havo beon tiurpooly broken bysomo
ono In order to add to the air of genuineness
of the find. All tho stono thnt mnkes up tho
body of the nntmal Is harder than thnt upon
which it lies, but It Is of nearly tho snmo color,
liko ordinary reddish snndstone.

Mr. Penn wns delighted nt his luck, nnd ho
has begun putting up more than an ordinary
fence with which to protect his discoverv. Tho
Drldgoton poople havo ngaln been called upon
to remnrk that tho event is the most wonderful
thing which has occurred in tholr vicinity in
the momory of the oldest Inhabitant, nnd great
excitement prevails ncaln In tho town.

Sexton Charles J. Day of tlio First Presby-torla- n

Church, nt Fifth avonuo and Elovonth
streot. was surprised early on Sunday morning
Inst, whllo making his usual tour of Inspection,
to boo the ens in the vestry room blazing, no
rcmomborod distinctly that ho hnd not usod
tho light on Saturday evening. A clnnco nt
the room Bhowod thnt n gang of burglarious
vandal hnd boon playing hnvoowlth sacred
things while tho sexton wns sleeping. In tho
middle of tho floor wns n hoap of ruins, includ-
ing tho fragments of broken doors, chnlrs,
stools, nnd ottomans, on tho top of which wero
two n demijohns. Tho iron door
ot a snfo thrco foet square, built In tho
masonry flush with tho wall, was smashed
In and tho church's historic bap-

tismal cbnllco, ovor which were nnmod
mnny bablos who nflerward boenmo
distinguished citlzons, including llobert Lo-no- x

and William E, Dodge, had boon stolon.
Scattered about tho room wore files, screw-
drivers, a soyon foot crowbar, nnd a slodgo
hammer, with which tho sncrollglous robbers
had dono tholr work. Theso belongod to the
sexton, nnd had been kept undor tho stairs
leading from tho collar to tho vestry room. Tho
soxton is nn Bergennt of tho Twen-
tieth street station, and he began Investigat-
ing. Hn found that the thieves bad drunk just
two gallons of communion wino, barring Iinlf a
Soblet full that thoy had left on tbo sink undor

cooler. That wns tho contents of
ono demijohn. The otbor demijohn, lortu-nntel-

hnd been empty,
Tho sotton ontercd in tho chancel, found

stools, ottomans, prnyor books, nnd chairs scat-
tered nil nround. The box containing the vo-
luntary contributions for tho support of tho
(lospel was brokun open nnd the uionur. which
had been accumulating for a month, was
stolon. Asa momotito of their visit, the thiovon
left In the box n clear butt and a lot ot burned
mntclies. Thoy oterlookod a closet containing
vnluablo silken vostmonts. When thoy got
through carotHug thoy had unbolted tbo front
door and tvalkod out.

Mr. Day ascertained from sovernl neighbors
that tlio llcht in the vestry room hnd beon lit
Into on Saturday night. Thothiotesworo prob-
ably In tho church throo or four hours.

He had no troublo finding out how they got
in.
